The Minister for Kare n Affairs in the Burmese Cabinet has 
threatened to resign. I

also a Karen, are trying to dissuade her from such action.

NEAR EAST-AFRICA 


Iran reportedly ready to violate Battle Act: Iranian 
Minister of National Economy Akhavi informed the American Em- 
bassy that trade negotiations which included the sale of oil 
were underway with the USSR, Poland and Czechoslovakia. He 
thought the Czech delegation was particularly anxious to con- 
clude an agreement and was offering payment in foreign ex- 
change . 

When it was pointed out to Akhavi that oil sales to the 
Orbit conflicted with the Battle Act, he stated that if Iran 
could get more by selling oil to the Soviet bloc than by ac- 
cepting American aid, it would do business with the Orbit. 

(S S/S Tehran 570, 7 Aug 52) 
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Comment : Iranian spokesmen have on other occasions used 

the threat of selling oil to the Soviet Orbit in an attempt to 
obtain concessions from the United States.

Turkish Government to promote closer relations with Arabs* 
The Secretary General of tKe Foreig5 Office in ' Ankara has told 
Ambassador McGhee that the Turkish Government's policy is to 
promote closer relations with the Arab states. He said that 
the implementation of this policy was difficult since none of 
the Arab governments were stable enough to conclude agreements 
of any importance. 

The Secretary General stated that the Turks are thinking 
of trying a new approach to the problem by promoting unofficial 
visits of representative Turkish citizens to the Arab states. 
Such a procedure might lay the foundation for better under-
